MORE affordable homes 
have been built in Tower 
Hamlets than in any 

other part of the country. 

Figures released by the 


Department of Communities 
and Local Government (DCLG) 
show 5,590 affordable homes 
were built in the borough, 
between 2010/11 and 2014/15. 

The council has tried to ensure 
that affordable housing is built 


and developed in the borough, 
by working with developers 
and carrying out its own re- 
generation work. 

Schemes that have included 
affordable homes include the 
Ocean Estate regeneration 


project, which has delivered 
800 new homes, 395 of which 
are affordable. 

Earlier this year, the council 
secured £24.8 million from the 
government's New Homes 
Bonus, recognising the work it

has done to increase housing 
stock in the borough. 

Mayor John Biggs said: “These 
figures show that the council 
has been working hard to deliver 
affordable homes to residents. 

“But we can't rest on our 
laurels - much more needs to be 
done to respond to the chal- 
lenges in Tower Hamlets - in- 
cluding a rising population. 

“We need to deliver even 
more much-needed, genuinely 
affordable housing to commu- 
nities in the borough, as well as 
making sure we get the deliv- 
ery of infrastructure right.'' 


Other regeneration projects 
which will deliver affordable 
housing include: 

Blackwall Reach - phase 
1a will soon be completed with 
98 new properties, 79 of which 
will be available for social rent. 
The wider project will see up to 
1,575 new homes built. 
Whitechapel Vision - up to 
3,500 homes will be built, many 
of which will be family and 
affordable homes. 

London Dock - built on the 
former News International 
site in Wapping, it will include 
486 affordable homes.

A warning 
over second 
hand tyres 

RESIDENTS are being 
warned to be careful when 
buying used car tyres. 

Businesses across the bor- 
ough have been found to 
be trading in unsafe used car 
tyres following spot checks by 
the council's trading standards 
team. 

In partnership with TyreSafe 
- one of the UK's leading 
vehicle tyre safety organisa- 
tions -the council inspected 17 
part worn' tyres. 

The inspections were unan- 
nounced and at the traders' 
premises. 

The team found that 11 of the 
tyres had problems that could 
impair safety. 

Six had been repaired 
and did not meet the British 
Standard and only five tyres had 
a part worn' marking - a legal 
requirement for second-hand 
tyres. 

These five were from the 
same dealer, although the 
other three owners were also 
unaware of the requirement. 

Only two of the 17 tyres 
inspected fully met the neces- 
sary legal requirements. 

Part worn tyres can be safe 
to use if inspected, fitted and 
repaired competently.

Forty people were evacuated 
from the building on Preston's 
Road on Thursday, June 25, 
after a resident spotted the blaze. 

Four engines and 21 fire-fight- 
ers and officers from Poplar, 
Plaistow, Shadwell and Mill- 
wall fire stations attended. No 


injuries were reported. Watch 
manager Neil Dickinson said: 
"Firefighters worked quickly to 
confine the damage to the roof 
terrace on the 10th floor. 

"We think the fire was caused 
by careless disposal of ciga- 
rettes into a pot filled with peat. 

"Fires caused by smoking 
materials result in more deaths 
than any other type of fire. It's 
absolutely vital you ensure your 
cigarette is completely out. If you 
don't, you risk causing a fire that 
could destroy not only your 
home, but also your life.”

‘Know your rights 
to defend them’

PUPILS at a Bethnal Green 
school wrote and posted 
more than 300 letters in 
support of victims of 
injustice as part of Human 
Rights Fortnight. 

Youngsters from Oaklands 
School took part in Write for 
Rights, an annual project run by 
Amnesty International, where 
they wrote letters raising aware- 
ness about victims of human 
rights abuses and protested to 
perpetrators of injustice. 

Jessica Barnecutt, head of 
maths, who co-ordinated the 
activities, said: “When the future 
of the 1998 Human Rights Act 


is very much in the news, we 
felt it was more important than 
ever to educate our students 
about their most fundamental 
entitlements and freedoms. 

“Nobody can defend their 
rights unless they know what 
they are.” 

Oaklands' year 10 sports 
leaders refereed a human rights 
football tournament. Students 
from years 7 and 8 took part in 
a series of matches in which the 
rules were changed to reflect the 
abuses of human rights around 
the world. 

Posters, made by year 8 
students to illustrate the 
injustices of individual case 
studies, lined the pitches. 


In order to draw attention to 
nations that turn a blind eye to 
torture, one match was played 
blindfolded. Another was played 
in silence, to highlight the 
imprisonment of campaigners 
for free speech. 

In another, players were sent 
off at random by members of the 
opposite team, to symbolise the 
suspicious disappearances of 
human rights campaigners. 

Year 8 student Mikat Munni, 
who helped organise the event, 
said: “It was one of the best 
things we have done at Oaklands. 

“It was fun, but at the same 
time we learned that it's 
important to treat people fairly 
and to stand up to inequality.”

THE council will receive a 
£51 million cash injection 
from the Greater London 
Authority (GLA) to develop 
Poplar Riverside as a Hous- 
ing Zone. 

This site will see more than 
£2 billion invested into the 
Poplar area and promises to 
deliver real change to the 
environment and community. 

The Poplar Riverside Housing 
Zone will see the creation of over 
3,034 new homes in sites across 
Poplar, 448 of which will be 
affordable. 

There is capacity to almost 
double the number of new 
homes over the life of the zone 
and sites include Chrisp Street, 
Leamouth North, and Aber- 
feldy. 

In addition, the funding will 
see improvements in connectiv- 
ity, including the creation of new 
footbridges across the River Lea 

The development will also 
provide up to 3,000 jobs, a new 
local park, and two primary 
schools. 

Work has already started 
with the regeneration of the 
Aberfeldy Estate. 

Mayor John Biggs said: "Over 
the years, Poplar and the Lea 
Riverside will be completely 
transformed. Receiving such a 
large amount of funding from 
the GLA to build much-needed 
housing in Tower Hamlets is a 


real achievement for the bor- 
ough. Of course we need to get 
the detail, including the 
infrastructure, right. And con- 
nectivity between Tower Ham- 
lets and Newham will be greatly 
improved by the work going on 
in Poplar Riverside. 

"This will place Poplar firm- 
ly on the map of London - and 
will deliver real benefits to the 
people of Tower Hamlets." 

The GLA has designated a 
further four Housing Zones 
across London.

Man sentenced following assault 


A MAN who assaulted a Tower Hamlets 
Enforcement Officer (THEO) has been 
sentenced by magistrates. 

Andrew Laurence Botyville was sentenced 
to 26 weeks in prison, suspended for 18 months, 
subject to conditions. 

He was sentenced following an incident that 
took place on Cavell Street, Whitechapel, in 
March this year. 

Officers were conducting regular bicycle 
patrols when they came across Botyville. 

He was already on an anti-social behaviour 
order (ASBO) which prevented him from drink- 
ing alcohol on the street and appeared to be 
intoxicated. 

When the officer asked Botyville to hand over 
this alcohol, he threatened to kill him and tried 


to punch him. After trying to hit him a second 
time, Botyville succeeded on his third attempt, 
punching the officer in the face and chest. 

The police arrived and Botyville was arrested. 
He was then charged with threatening behav- 
iour, assault and a breach of an ASBO. 

Botyville was taken to Bow Road Magistrates' 
Court in March, where he pleaded not guilty. He 
changed his plea to guilty in May, after seeing 
CCTV footage of the attack. 

Botyville was also found guilty of two 
similar offences and appeared at Stratford 
Magistrates' Court to be sentenced. 

He must now take part in an alcohol treatment 
programme, attend a Lifeline Basis course and 
regular appointments with a rehabilitation 
officer.

Private fostering: 
know the rules 

Council joins nationwide scheme to boost child safety

THE council is reminding 
families of their responsi- 
bilities when privately 
fostering a child, as part of 
a nationwide initiative. 

National Private Fostering 
Awareness Week, which runs 
from July 6 to 9, aims to ensure 
the safety of children and inform 
carers of their legal duties and 
requirements. 

Anyone caring for a child 
who is not closely related to 


them, for 28 days or more, must 
notify their local authority. 

The local authority then has 
a duty to visit the household 
where the child is living 
and check on their safety and 
welfare. 

There are an estimated 10,000 
children in the UK who are 
living temporarily with some- 
one who isn't related to them. 

They could be unaccomp- 
nied minors, asylum seekers or 
abandoned children. 

Many of these children will 


be living with family friends or 
caring, responsible adults but 
others are not. 

It is a criminal offence not to 
notify the local authority if you 
are privately fostering. 

If you know of a child who 
might be privately fostered, 
then inform the council's private 
fostering team on 7364 4945, or 
contact duty manager Fiona 
Dias-Saxena on 7364 6429.

Council backs

A LONDON-WIDE 
campaign aimed at cutting 
the rate of HIV infection 
is being supported by the 
council. 

Do It London, run by the 
London HIV Prevention 
Programme (LHPP), encourages 
people, especially those from 
black African backgrounds, and 
gay and bisexual men, to ensure 
they are regularly tested for HIV. 

They are also urged to protect 
themselves against the virus 
and other sexually transmitted 
infections by using condoms. 

This £3.4 million three-year 
programme of safer sex promo- 
tion, condom distribution and 
outreach work is funded by 
London Councils, an organisa- 
tion that represents the capitals 
32 boroughs and the City of 
London. 

Posters and leaflets with the 
Do It London message will be 
sent to all GP practices and 
community pharmacists. 

London has the highest 
number of people living with 
HIV in England; research shows 
there are 33,863 Londoners 
diagnosed with HIV. 

In Tower Hamlets there are 
approximately 1,300 people 
living with HIV 

There are thought to be an 
additional 400 people infected 
with HIV who live here but have 
not yet been diagnosed. 

Dr Somen Banerjee, council 
director of public health, said: "I 
encourage people to have an 
HIV test as the earlier it is 
diagnosed, the more likely 
treatment will be successful. 

"Getting tested at least once 
a year, or more often if you are 
very sexually active, and 
practising safer sex are both 
important in preventing 
HIV and the spread of other 
sexually-transmitted infections. 

"Testing for HIV is free, 
confidential and very

straightforward. You can anange 
for an HIV test at your local GP 
practice or attend a specialist 
sexual health service." 

Paul Steinberg, LHPP 
programme commissioner, said: 
"This campaign demonstrates 
the value of using shared 
resources to aim to improve 
public health across London. 

"The message is clear: 
regular HIV testing should be a 
part of looking after your health, 
especially for those most at 
risk. 

"Earlier diagnosis will help 
reduce new infections in London 
and enable people to access 
treatment.” 

Positive East, London's largest 
community-based HIV charity, 
will be providing free testing 
sessions.

A NEW housing estate has been 
named in memory of Britain’s 
oldest carer. 

Millwall manager and record goal 
scorer Neil Fiarris officially opened the 
Frank Whipple Estate on June 19 before an 
audience of Frank's daughter, family, friends 
and guests, including mayor John Biggs and 
council officers. 

Frank, who died in 2011 at the age of 104, 
cared for his disabled daughter, Peggy, for 
more than 30 years until he was well into 
his 100s. 

FJe made it his mission to give Peggy, now 
66, as full and vibrant a life as he could. They 
were inseparable and she would accompa- 
ny him to football matches, greyhound 
racing and on holidays to Spain. 

Born in Ireland, Frank moved to the East

End with his family in 1916. tie was a 
political activist, supporting the General 
Strike of 1926 and fighting fascism in 
Cable Street in the 1930s.

In 2009, the council declared Mr Whip- 
ple a local hero and commissioned a set of 
photographs by Rankin, tie was described 
as an “inspiration to many". 

The estate provides 60 affordable and 
shared-ownership flats in Repton Street, a 
stone's throw from where Frank and Peggy 
lived. 

Speaking at the opening, Mr ffarris said: 
“It is an absolute honour and privilege to 
be involved. 

“I was lucky enough to meet Frank a 
couple of times, including when he came 
to The Den to celebrate his 100th birthday.

Michael Tyrrell, chief executive of Tow- 
er Hamlets Community Housing (THCH), 
which manages the estate, said: “Frank was

World War - Bill Voisey, Walter 
Tull and George Hilsdon - 
with the fourth block 
named in honour of Tracey 
Bellamy, a member of 
THCH staff who sadly 
died in 2011."

Luncheon group 
serving support 

A cooked meal and a natter are helping ease isolation

A HOME cooked lunch and 
a good natter is helping 
tackle isolation and post 
traumatic distress disorder 
amongst Somalis with 
severe mental health 
difficulties. 

East London NHS Founda- 
tion Trust, which provides men- 
tal health and community 
services, runs a weekly lun- 
cheon group for people who do 
not use mainstream services. 

Group members talk about 
their mental health experiences 
and the post traumatic stress 
disorder they suffered during 
the civil war in Somalia. 

"I was born in Somalia and 
lived in Belgium before moving 
to London," said service user 
Abdul. 

"I had a traumatic experi- 


ence during the war. I am alone 
in this country, with no family, 
or friends and I am left with 
nothing but my experiences. 

"This group is the only time 
during the week that I get out 
and socialise. 

"I look forward to this - we get 
a warm meal and share our 
difficulties with one another. 

"Some of the group struggle 
with English and it lets us chat 
in Somali, share stories and 
jokes. 

"I really appreciate having 
the opportunity to come here, 
meet new people and get out of 
the house." 

Somali mental health support 
and development worker Musa 
Jama and bi-lingual support 
worker Yasin Ahmed started the 
group in 2013. 

Musa said: "I founded the 
group after noticing a growing 


number of Somali mental 
health sufferers sleeping and 
living rough in the area. 

"Many of the clients face 
social exclusion and do not 
access day centres or social 
groups. Somali clients have 
been traditionally hard to reach, 
this luncheon club provides a 
space for them to meet and 
engage with us in a familiar, 
relaxed and informal setting. 

"Many of the clinicians and 
care co-ordinators use this to 
check in with service users. 

"I know that the clients 
appreciate the luncheon and 
I hope others can use this 
model as a way to keep in 
touch with Somali service users 
in general."

A treasure trove of London Life

BOYS playing on a frozen canal in 
Bethnal Green. A rough sleeper 
shrugging off his desparate situa- 
tion to summon up a broad grin for 
the camera. A man, somewhat sur- 
really transporting a bath in a trol- 
ley along Whitechapel High Street. 

The images that catch the eye, and then 
the lens, of London street photographer 
Colin O'Brien are as random and diverse as 
London life itself. 

And there are thousands of them. The 
fruit of an obsession that has stayed with 
him right from his Aldgate schooldays 
(Colin is an alumnus of the venerable Sir 
John Cass School) right up to the present 
day. 

Colin's gift - and his is a name that should 
be far better known among the ranks of Lon- 
don photographers - is to disappear into the 
background with his trusty Leica. To cap- 
ture the moment, not impose himself on it. 

It's a talent that has been lost now that 
cameras are cheap and everyone reckons 
themselves a David Bailey in the making. 
As Colin told the Hackney Post website last 
year, you have to respect your subjects. 

“A lot of young photographers poke 
their cameras into people's faces as they're 
trying to sell their wares in Brick Lane mar- 
ket. It's not the way you do it. You embed 
yourself into the community," he said. 

"Students ask me: 'How do you get so 
close to the 'outsiders'?'. But they're not out- 
siders to me. Students say they're living on 
the fringe, but they're not. There's hierar- 
chy and aggression there." 

They would do well to look at the work 
of Colin and that other great photograph- 
er of the East End (and the most horrific war 
zones of the world) Don McCullin. When 
you're photographing people who are 
homeless, drunk, drugged and living on the 
street, or merely selling a clutch of their 
possessions on the streets of Shoreditch, 
you're as well to remember that if you're 
the visitor then this is their home. Perhaps 
it's because both McCullin and O'Brien are 
of working class London stock... no sniffy 
looking down here. 

Colin took his first photograph at the age 
of eight, in 1948. To his parents, struggling 
to make ends meet and uninterested in the 
arts, the hobby was incomprehensible. 

"They spent their days trying to earn a 
living, trying to keep us alive. I never real- 
ly got on with my dad early on in my life. 
I was fairly creative and he worked in a pret- 
ty mundane, awful job so I was never sure 
that he got what I was doing."

But he kept doing it through infant and 
secondary school (he left Cass at 15 with- 
out a qualification to his name), then trav- 
elled around Europe and eventually earned 
a degree from Westminster University. 

He then earned a living teaching at 
the London Institute, but his real work, 
perhaps, was his tireless documentation of 
the streets of London - their life and their 
people. 

And over nearly 70 years, it has built into 
a staggering archive - a treasure trove for 
future historians. Colin estimates he now 
has more than 10,000 negatives stashed 
away. A couple of hundred of them have 
been selected for a weighty tome, published 
this month by Spitalfields Life Books. 

London Life* is one of those coffee table 
books big enough to actually function as 
a coffee table should you be short of fur- 
niture. It's packed with delights. 

Change, as we always observe in the East 
End, is the only constant. But for Colin there 
is the sense that he is often in at the end 
of things. 

This is not the sad reflection of an old man 
but a pithy observation of how London is 
becoming homogenised... and perhaps 
being taken away from its people. 

A picture of a Shoreditch pub shows the 
punters happily puffing away on their fags 
- the following day the smoking ban 
would forever rid us of fuggy bars. 

And the pictures of people on Scatler 
Street and around selling their wares in a 
kind of al fresco jumble sale (in truth it's 
often difficult to tell the wares from the rub- 



bish on the street) is surely a sign of 
Shoreditch and Spitalfields soon to be 
past. The hipsterfication of the western 
reaches of our borough is slowly but sure- 
ly driving out the more raffish elements. 

And it's in his depictions of ordinary work- 
ing people that O'Brien really shines. A 
butcher preparing meat in his Bethnal 
Green shop. The scion of a famed fairground 
family stands proudly in her booth in Vic- 
toria Park. He invites them, subtly, into the 
lens. . . the Leica is never forced into their faces. 

The reason we don't know Colin's name 
better is probably that, unlike his East End 
peers David Bailey, Terence Donovan and 
Brian Duffy, he didn't shoot the stars, or 
showbiz or fashion. No interest, he admits. 

What O'Brien really likes is... well, 
people. "I just have this urge to talk to 



people.

A BOAT club, which has 
been given £10,000 to 
explore the heritage of 
part of the Regent’s Canal, 
is looking for volunteers to 
take part in a research 
project.

Laburnum Boat Club on the 
canal in Laburnum Street, 
Bethnal Green, has won a grant 
from the Heritage Lottery Fund 
for a project that will involve 
young people photographing 
the canal and contrasting the 


pictures with past images. The 
project will record the changes 
that have taken place over time. 

The club will work closely with 
the London Canal Museum, the 
Friends of Regent's Canal, the 
Lower Regent's Coalition and 
local groups including Victoria 
Park Baptist Church and Circle 
Housing Old Ford's community 
projects. 

Volunteers will search through 
Tower Hamlets Local History 
Library & Archives and the 
London Canal Museum records. 
Training and development will 
be provided. 

Jim Armstrong, club co- 
ordinator, said: "It's great that we 
have been awarded this grant. 


"We can't wait to find out 
more about the canal and the 
buildings alongside it. 

"We'll include the findings in 
our educational work with schools 
and young people and use them 
in our work with the communi- 
ty on boat trips and open days. 

"We are all really excited about 
telling other people our find- 
ings and sharing the heritage and 
history with them." 

Stuart Hobley, head of the 
Heritage Lottery Fund London, 
said: "This stretch of the canal is 
rich in local heritage with many 
stories still to be discovered. 

The project will investigate 
the lives and industries that

Permit Transfer Scheme: 
for residents moving to 
3 bedroom or larger social 
rented car free homes 

The Mayor of Tower Hamlets introduced 
the new Permit Transfer Scheme (PTS) 
to operate from 5 September 201 1 to 
help to reduce the levels of 
overcrowding in social rented housing in 
the borough. The PTS helps some 
families move to larger social rented car 
free homes by allowing them to retain 
one on-street resident car parking 
permit, subject to the PTS criteria as 
outlined below being met. The PTS is a 
change in the operation of the Councils 
existing on-street Residents' Parking 
Permit Scheme. 


CAR FREE HOMES 


No on-street residents 1 parking permits issued 


The Council's 'car free homes' planning 
policy was introduced in Tower Hamlets in 
the late 1990s to help reduce traffic 
congestion and better manage the limited 
supply of on-street parking spaces. This 
initiative also helps to reduce the level of air 
pollution from motor vehicles and 
encourages more people to walk, cycle and 
go by public transport. 

The Transport for London (TfL) Cycle Hire 
scheme (www.tfl.gov.uk/cycling) and local pay- 
as-you-go car clubs (www.carplus.org.uk) are 
also now available in Tower Hamlets to help 
you get around in healthier, greener ways. 

If you live in a car free home, you will not be 
able to apply for on-street residents 1 car parking 
permits, unless you hold a disabled driver's 
blue badge or are eligible under the Permit 


Transfer Scheme (PTS), which is targeted at 
social rented housing residents. The criteria for 
the PTS is as follows: 

1 . applies to residents moving to 3 bedroom or 
larger social rented car free homes; 

2. only one on-street resident parking permit 
per household is permitted; 

3. you must have held your on-street car 
parking permit for at least 1 year prior to 
moving home; 

4. your on-street parking permit must be 
renewed and not lapse to remain eligible 

under the scheme; 

5. the tenant is responsible for providing proof 
of PTS eligibility to Parking Services (including 
a duly signed and dated Tower Hamlets Homes 
or housing association approved tenancy 
agreement); and 


6. the PTS was introduced on (and operates 
from) 5 September 201 1 by Tower Hamlets 
Council and is not retrospective . 

Residents in car free homes can apply for a 
temporary parking permit for visiting trades 
people for £5 a day. To qualify, written proof of 
the work to be carried out must be provided, 
along with the vehicle's details. Each home can 
apply for a maximum of 20 one-day-permits 
within a 6 month period. 

Alternatively, scratchcards are available for 
trades people and visitors, providing parking for 
up to five hours on weekdays and all day on 
weekends. Households can apply for up to 3 
books of 1 0 scratchcards per year. For permit

YOUTH Afloat has become the 
biggest water sports project in 
Tower Hamlets. 

In the ten years since its launch, more 
than 12,000 local youngsters have 
benefited from the Docklands Sailing 
& Watersport Centre scheme, which 
gives them the chance to try out 
sailing, windsurfing, kayaking and 
canoeing. 

But it costs £39,000 to stage the 
five-week jamboree during the school 
summer holidays.

Afloat for at least a week will achieve 
a formal qualification in one or more 


sports. Many of the youngsters will 
attend for three weeks or more. 

The centre never turns away a child 
who is unable to afford to attend 
Youth Afloat and provides a number 
of places during the programme for a 
discounted fee. 

Every £50 raised will directly support 
a single child to participate for one full 
week so the more money raised, the 
greater number of part-funded and 
fully funded places can be made 
available to children who need them.

A FRIEND and I were 
recently discussing the 
subject of melancholy. 
Imagine the fun I have at 
the weekend! 

What came out of our chat 
were a number of coping 
mechanisms we have devel- 
oped to lift ourselves when we 
need a helping hand. 

And pretty near the top of my 
list is a curry somewhere local. 

Carbs, I believe, are general- 
ly meant to help with our mood. 
So no wonder I feel better after 
putting the world to rights over 
a Ruby. 

Naan breads, pilau rice, sag 
aloo, beer: carb heaven. Who 
cares that I need a swift lay 
down afterwards and am good 
for nothing? I'm feelin' fine. 

Our local is Victoria Park 
village, a mere hop, skip and a 
jump away from our home 
(none of this is possible on the 
way back, of course). 

We start with poppadoms. I 
defy anyone not to like a pop- 
padom, preferably with all the 
accoutrements such as mango 


chutney, raita and chopped 
onion, which we had in abun- 
dance. 

For mains, the Silver Fox 
braved it with a whole tan- 
doori trout. It's quite a sight to 
behold and I always think an 
entire fish to oneself is one of 
life's luxuries. 

I was less adventurous but 
devoured my king prawn 
garlic which was packed with 
juicy prawns and pungent with 
garlic. 

I know it's going to sink me 


but I really can't resist a buttery, 
garlic naan to myself, whereas 
the Silver Fox went for the 
fluffy and perfectly cooked 
pilau rice. 

The wine here is great, with 
exciting high end choices. We 
plumped for a deliciously 
Chablis, very reasonably priced. 

The end of the meal always 
adds to the theatre: piping hot 
towels that the Silver Fox uses 
to have a complete basin wash, 
free digestif on the house and 
After Eight mints with the bill. 


There's something so 
comforting about familiarity 
and these kind gestures, 
combined with warm and 
friendly service from Luco, make 
us very happy chappies. 

We waddle home, sated and 
ready for our beds. 

Two ate an enormous 
amount, alongside a rather de-

Say 'no more'

I GET a bit fed up with shop 
bought coleslaw - it is a 
little sickly and soggy for 
my liking. 

It seems to taste of nothing 
but cabbage and the runny 
sauce it swims in. 

I have experimented with 
several ways to make my own 
crispy, refreshing coleslaw. 

I like the crunchiness of 
finely diced ingredients, with the 
half-a-centimetre cubes about 



. Try to imagine the sensation 
of eating it to work out how you 
want to cut the ingredients. 

Those with a stronger flavour 
should probably be a little 
smaller than the others. 

The ingredients below will be 
enough for four. 


Coleslaw with a difference - serves 4 


Ingredients 

1 peeled raw parsnip 

2 sticks of celery and some of 
the leaves 

Quarter head of fennel or a 
slice of celeriac 
Eighth of a small white 
cabbage, raw Brussel sprouts 
or cauliflower broken into 
small florets 


Handful of chopped or fresh 
coriander 

2 inches of raw rhubarb 
Fresh, diced horseradish or 
mooli radish (optional) 
Celery salt 
Black pepper 
Natural yoghurt, creme 
fraiche or cottage cheese 
Pomegranate seeds 


Method 

1. Dice and mix the ingredients 
together. 

2. Sprinkle with celery salt and 
a little pepper. 

3. Dress with a few spoonfuls of 


natural yoghurt or creme fraiche 
or cottage cheese. 

4. Garnish with pomegranate 
seeds.
